Pacifica     90     on     your     radio 
dial   is  primed  to  take  a  long 
overdue   step  into  its  maturity  as  a  public 
broadcasting  facility.  This,  at  least,  is  its  chal- 
lenge. Signs  are  that  seven  years  of  chronic 
undercapitalization,     personnel     problems, 
hostility  problems,  programming  problems 
and  image  problems,  are  about  to  pay  off. 
KPFT   is    seven    years   old   this    month. 
On  March  1,  1970  KPFT  began  its  first 
broadcast    day,    introducing    a    new    way 
of  radio  to  Houston.  Unquestionably  it  was 
an    idealistic    venture,    although    Pacifica 
licensed    radio    stations    were    already 
operating    more    or    less    successfully    in 
Berkeley,   Los  Angeles  and  New  York.  To 
imagine     Houston,     a     frontier    town 
institutionalized  only  by  NASA  and  the  oil 
companies,    supporting    a    dare-to-be- 
different  communication  medium  took  both 
a  mild  leap  of  faith  and  a  less  mild  suspension 
of  disbelief.  Houston  had  nowhere  near  the 
solid  block  of  well-intentioned  liberal  social 
activists  that  kept  Pacifica  efforts  alive  in 
other  cities. 

The  question  of  whether  or  not  Houston 
was  ready  for  KPFT  got  an  answer  four 
months  later  after  the  station  went  on  the 
air.  An  exploding  bomb  ravaged  the  station's 
transmitter  causing  $1 2,000  in  damages  and 
a  long  interruption  of  broadcast  service.  That 
changed  things.  Idealistic  ventures  do  not 
generally  get  blown  away,at  least  physically. 
It  brought  KPFT,  self-proclaimed  free  speech 
radio  in  Houston,  Texas,  into  a  footnote  of 
history. 


Like  some  southern  black  churches,  Bank 
of  America  buildings  and  a  basement  wash- 
symbol  worthy  of  being  bombed  in  some 
people's  minds.  The  bombing  to  some 
symbolized  the  degeneration  of  freedom  of 
speech.  To  others  it  represented  an  effort  to 
stop  the  so-called  forces  out  to  wreck  our 
country. 

And     six     months     later    the    station's 
transmitteragain  was  bombed. 

When  KPFT  mustered  up  the  resources  to 
resume  broadcasting,  it  had  a  new  audience. 
Houstonians  generally  inbetween  the  two 
political  poles,  were  curious  and  were 
listening.  When  the  station  was  successful  in 
attempt  to  communicate  in  a  real  manner 
by  and  about  real  people,  the  listeners 
responded.  They  were  interested. 

Ir*        tne    last    seven    vears'    KPFT    has 
lili       developed  a  community  of  listeners. 

This  community  involves  past,  present  and 

future  listeners:  past  listeners  who  have 

tuned   out  the   station   because  for   some 

reason     it    did     not     live     up    to    their 

expectations,    present    listeners    who    are 

developing    their    own    expectation    or 

suspending  them  out  of  an  interest  of  what 

is   being    broadcast,    and   future    listeners 

who  for  some  reason  will  venture  down  to 

the  end  of  their  radio  dial  . 

KPFT  is  a  radio  station  which  brings  out 

people's  expectations  of  what  radio  stations 

should    be.    Advertised    as     "your"    radio 

station,  Houstonians  are  invited  to  send  in 

written  comments,  call  in  verbal  ones  and 


and   drop   by   the   station   for  one-on-one 
dialogues. 

No  other  medium  in  Houston  so  directly 
asks  its  audience  where  to  go. 

KPFT  has  been  told,  often  in  precise  terms, 
where  to  go.  Listeners,  past,  present  and 
potential,  offer  that  the  radio  station  should 
opt  for  more  and  different  music,  more  and 
different  news  and  information,  and  more 
and  different  special  programming.  What 
kind  of  music,  what  kind  of  news  and  what 
kind  of  special  programs  varies  with  each 
suggestion. 

m »#|^    x  comes  next  is  the  balancing 

Wncll  act.  The      staff         tries  to 

decide  on  what  the  public  wants  from  a  wide 
range  of  topics  not  covered  by  the 
commercial  media.  And  with  one  hitch,  that 
is  what  KPFT  airs. 

The  hitch  of  course  is  money.  KPFT's 
community  has  supported  the  station  over 
the  last  seven  years  well  enough  to  enable 
the  station  to  continue  broadcasting.  But 
records  show  that  this  money  has  not  been 
from  the  same  people.  The  type  of  person  that 
listens  to  KPFT  is  not  different,  but  the 
individual  people  are.  KPFT's  base  of  support 
has  floated  around  a  bit. 

If  KPFT  finances  rose  above  the 
subsistence  level  the  station  could  solidify  its 
listener  support  and  provide  the  community 
with  more  media  alternatives. 

It  could  happen.  The  Department  of  Health,

Education  and  Welfare  granted  $80,000  for 
the  upgrading  of  KPFT's  equipment  and 
broadcast  signal  (contingent  on  $26,584  in 
matching  funds).  A  $20,000  grant  was 
awarded  by  the  Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting  to  pulicize  the  station  and  the 
Station's  goals  to  the  community.  If  these 
grants  are  successfully  implemented,  KPFT 
will     have     reached    .financial     maturity. 

A_j» -^  station,  or  any  of  the  mass 
fOQIO  media,;  can  become 
become  an  intregal  part  of  its  community.  In 
many  areas  KPFT  is  such.  But  unlike 
commercial  radio,  KPFT's  primary  goals  are 
first  to  serve  Houston  as  a  community  (as 
opposed  to  an  advertising  market),  and 
second,  to  provide  an  alternative  and 
additional  source  of  news,  music  and  special 
programming. 

But  KPFT  will  go  nowhere  without 
additional  and  continuing  input  of  time, 
energy  and  of  course,  money. 

The  real  bottom  line,  though,  is  that  seven 
years  of  noncommercial  listener  sponsored 
radio  in  Houston  is  a  heckuva  success  story. 
So  Happy  Birthday.

February  Successes 


HOW  FAR  TO  BLISSFUL  BLUE? 

KPFT's  vital  signs  took  an  abrupt  turn  for  the 
worse  in  early  February.  When  it  takes  two 
hundred  dollars  a  day  to  survive  and  an  entire 
week  passes  with  only  three  hundred  dollars 
coming  in,  it  is  definitely  time  to  get  worried. 
The  reason  for  this  unexpected  thrombosis  is 
unclear,  but  might  have  something  to  do  with 
the  January  M-90-N  arriving  in  people's  homes 
at  the  same  time  as  the  largest  gas  bills  in 
history.  After  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, it  was  clear  that  something  had  to  be 
done.  KPFT  immediately  moved  into  Condition 
Yellow,  a  contingency  which  makes  sure  that 
all  segments  of  KPFT's  audience  are  aware  of 
an  emergency  situation.  Houston  responded  to 
this  alarm  overwhelmingly.  The  next  week 
showed  and  income  of  $1747.00,  which  sub- 
stantially exceeds  the  survival  budget.  We 
were  able  to  withdraw  the  Condition  Yellow 
alert  after  only  four  days,  and  move  into  the 
more  comfortable  Condition  Green. 

SUNDAY  AFTERNOON  IN  THE 
BACKYARD 

Hopefully  just  the  first  of  many  such  parties, 
KPFT's  Backyard  Benefit  on  February  20  was  a 
smashing  success.  Music  by  Bat  McGrath, 
Bruce  McElheny,  and  Smokin'  Fitz,  and  beer, 
combined  with  beautiful  weather,  introduced 
some  new  faces  and  energies  to  KPFT.  Our 
increased  emphasis  on  local  music  would  be 
nicely  complemented  by  more  backyard  events.

HOT  POTATO 

Probably  one  of  the  most  atrocious  programs 
ever  broadcast  on  KPFT,  The  Voice  of  the 
Iranian  People,  now  called  The  Voices  of  the 
Iranian  People,  has  turned  into  a  lively  forum 
on  KPFT.  These  fiercely  ideological  people  have 
taken  an  intense  interest  in  the  program! 
flooding  the  station  with  letters  and  comments. 
The  Iranian  Students  Association,  who  started 
the  program,  now  find  themselves  besieged  for 
equal  time.  Not  only  has  the  Committee  for 
Artistic  and  Intellectual  Freedom  in  Iran 
demanded  an  apology  for  remarks  made  about 
their  Chairman  on  the  program,  but  the  Con- 
sulate General  has  also  taken  an  interest  in  the 
affair,  and  is  asking  for  its  time.  All  takers  are 
welcome.  After  all,  that's  what  we're  here  for.  It 
has  been  necessary  to  discontinue  the  Persian 
language  portion  of  the  program  because  we 
can't  find  a  neutral  party  to  translate  it,  but 
hopefully  this  is  a  temporary  problem. 


COVERING  THE  BIOSPHERE  LIKE  A  RUG 

On  Saturday,  February  12,  KPFT  may  have 
provided  the  most  intensive  sustained  cover- 
age ever  given  the  environment  by  a  radio 
station.  The  broadcast  of  Cousteau  Involve- 
ment Day  delved  into  nearly  every  active 
environmental  issue  of  our  time.  We  were  able 
to  field  a  massive  crew  of  volunteers  on  the 
floor  of  the  Albert  Thomas  Convention  Center 
all  day  long,  and  collect  enough  information  to 
keep  the  Environmental  Group  busy  for  mon- 
ths. The  entertainment  and  the  address  by 
Cousteau  were  powerful  experiences,  which 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  repeat  in  the  future. 


A  CHAT  WITH  AN  EXPERT 

Harris  County  Extension  Horticulturist  Bill 
Adams  was  a  guest  on  KPFT's  Embrace  the 
Earth  in  February,  and  provided  Houstonians 
with  sound  advice  about  how  to  make  the  earth 
bring  forth  its  bounty  in  a  summer  garden.  Bill 
recommends  planting  fruit  trees,  but  warns 
against  the  assassin  bug.  A  return  perfor- 
mance is  likely. 

BANJO  IS  BACK 

People  who  have  been  with  KPFT  for  a  while 
will  remember  Michael  Levine,  the  Banjo  Kid. 
Michael  returned  to  KPFT  in  February  after  a 
long  absence,  and  is  now  holding  forth  with  his 
unique  blend  of  grassroots  music  and  jazz  on 
Friday  nights. 

TUNING  IN  ON  THE  COZMIC  VIBE 

Saul-Paul  Sirag  and  Robert  Anton  Wilson 
shared  some  challenging  thought  about  what 
reality  is  with  KPFT  listeners  on  Friday,  Feb.  1 8. 
Sirag,  a  noted  quantum  physicist,  showed  how 
with  the  current  notions  of  subatomic  physics, 
old-style  metaphysics  comes  very  close  to 
being  an  accurate  description  of  the  way  things 
really  are.  He  shared  his  experience  with  the 
Metaphase  Typewriter,  a  teletype  machine 
designed  to  translate  Beta -decay  into  typing. 
When  turned  on,  the  first  thing  the  Metaphase 
typewriter  did  was  type  out  coherent  English. 
Later  that  night,  on  Dialing  For  Dinosaurs, 
Wilson  read  Finnegan's  Wake  to  our  listeners, 
and  played  a  tape  of  a  machine  which  does  the 
same  things  with  sound  as  the  Metaphase 
Typewriter  does  with  writing.  No  other  radio 
station  in  the  country  would  put  up  with  this 
nonsense.
